This Petition to Revive responds to the Notice of Abandonment mailed September 12, 
2000. The above-identified application went abandoned on August 8, 2000 for failure to reply to 
a Notice to File Missing Parts of an Application (CPA) mailed on February 8, 2000 
("Notification"). Applicants did not receive the Office Action mailed February 8, 2000. 
Applicants herein Petition to Revive the above-identified application as the abandonment was 
unintentional and "the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply 
until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) was unintentional."
